1. Applicant's transmittal of filing under 37 CFR 1.53(b) 
incorrectly referred to the parent application as serial number

2 . This application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

a. Species I: An alignment detector, which is a laser. 

b. Species II: An alignment detector, which is a video camera.
